^ THE DEBATE. 

The debatq on tho Settlemonfc Bill was 
opened yesterday by the promior who 
moved the second reading in a speech 
which for clear-cut argument and concise 
reasoning has never bobn surpassed in the 
province. Mr. Smithe showed that tho 
advantages which would be secured by tho 
passage of the bill were manifold and that 
the scope and tendency of tho nieasuro 
wore beneficial to tlie entlio province. Ho 
took up the bogus Clonieuta bill, which 

, was ■ fathered - by Mr. Holgeaea and 
sponsored by Mr. Beaven, and snowed 
that it only provided for the erection of a 
flimsy line, whereas tho Dunsmuir bill 
provides for a railway in all respects as 
complete as the Canadian Pacific. He 
proved, further, that under the Clements 
bill aquuttera wore not protected and that 
the price of lands was not limited; but 
that under tho Dunsmuir bill squatters 
are fully protected and the price of lands 
is fixed at 51 per acre. The tremendous 
liability under which the country labored 
on drydock account was described and 
tho house told that the parting with 
3,500,000 acres of land in tho Peace river 
district meant tho opening of tliat great 
sgrioultural country to settlement at Do- 
minion expense. Mr. Beav'on followed in 
a weak and incoherent effort which pained 
his friends and emptied tho galleries. Ho 
complained, Jnter alia, that the Duns- 
muir bill does not prohibit the employ- 
ment of Chinese on the railway; but ho 
failed to tell the house that the Oleraenta 
bill, which was passed by his exertions, 
failed in tho same respect. Ke com- 
plained thut the Dunsmuir bill only pro- 
vided for the construction of the road 
from Esquimalt; but the Clements bil) 
which he favored, reads similarly. Ho 
further remarked that too many privi- 
leges were secured to Dunsmuir it Go. ; 
but tha Clements bill .secured similar pri- 
vileges for that company. In fact, every 
point of the Dunsmuir bill that the 
leader of the opposition tried to combat 
yesterday was a imitted by him into the 
Clements bill. \Vhen contrasted with the 

" arguments which he usedjto. get.tKe^^^^ 
. sure through the house a year aiid a'^half 
ago, his remarks yesterday seem almost 
farcical. The ji'overnment measure can 
suffer no damage ;:'rom attacks from such 
a Bourc% The debate will be cuiitinned 
to-day when, it is hoped, that if Mr. 
Beaven has any objections to advance 
against the passage of the measure he will 
put them forward and not confine himself 
to proving his own - inconsistency and 
double-dealing.

Bon, Mr. Smithe said there could be 
no possible objection to a committee of 
the house inquiring into the value of 
the lands, but he bad no timetodts- 
charge the duties of a member of that 
committee. , -

Mr. Armstrong — All tho lands. 
Hon. Mr. Smithe— We had better bal- 
lot for the committee. If the hon..gen.

The com- 
mittee wbiild probably report at the end 
of the session. He bad no objection 
to hon. gentlemen devoting their time 
to this inquiry, but not so as to de- 
lay the consideration of the Settlement 
Bill.

Mri Allen said the value of all tho 
mainland lands should be inquired into 
as well aa the value of the Island lands.

No part of Comox district is open to 
settlement at present any more than it 
has been during the last ten years. Set- 
tlors of Comox can hold Comox lands by 
occupation pending the settlement of the 
Island railway question. Intending set- 
tlers are advised to that effect by the im- 
migration agent. Provision is made in 
tho Settlement Bill now before tho house 
fur tho sale of the land within the railway 
belt to settlers at $1 per aero by the pro- 
vinci^U government acting as agents of the 
Dominion Government,

Hon. Mr. Smithe replied that the mat 
ter was under consideration, and & bill 
would probably be introduced. 

Mr. Heigeson askod what steps wore 
taked by the governmeut,if nii^, to make 
the value of the Vancouver island rail 
way reserve, and tho land in the Peace 
river valley, known to capitalists of Can- 
ada, Europe, and tho United Statoa be- 
fore concluding the present arrangement 
with the. Dominion Qovernroeut? 
Hon. Mr. Smithe — 

The arrangement with the . Dominion 
Government referred to was made" im- 
mediately after tho present government 
took office. The atepa taken by the gov 
ernment before that time in the direction 
indicated by the question are now mat- 
ters of history; tho chief, however, would 
appear to have been the appointment of 
Hon. Amor DoCosmos as agent of tho 
provincial government at Ottawa and 
' "Mdon. The world waa in full posses- 
l ,j of all the information that gentleman 
had given as to the value of tho railway 
reserve lands; as, also, all the informa- 
tion the late government had made public 
during the term of office before the ar- 
rangement referred to was made. The 
steps taken by tho present government to 
disseminate information as to tho value 
of tho reserve lands and of tho lands of 
the province generally are embraced in 
the publication and extensive circtilation 
of a pamphlet which deals pointedly with 
the subject. The distribution of hund- 
reds of copies of the British Columbia 
directory and tho appendix^ thproto, and 
lastly, but not least tho circulation 
monthly of that valuable pulilication, tho 
RoHourcos of Britiali Columbia, which has, 
among other information, furnished 
aa to tho value of the ^ various seotiona.of; 
tho country, given the evidence of Mr, 
Dawson bQ|ore.a'ccimmittou uf the Houho 
of Commonf at Ottawa upon the resources 
of tho province, including tho east coast 
of Vancouver Island. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Duck asked what has been done to 
carry out tho views of this house, as ex- 
pressed by resolution of Ihe 28th Fobru- 
ary, 1883, as follows: "That this house 
strongly urges upon the government of 
tho province the importance of adopting 
every constitutional method which can be 
devisod for restricting the further immi- 
gq)tion of Chinese into British Columbia 
tor compelling those who are now resi- 
dent here to comply with the revenue and 
other laws of tho proviiice, and for inaug- 
urating u liberal scheme of assisted white 
immigration, and this house requests the 
government at once tu open negotiations 
with the Dominion government with a 
view to 0(^eUm>ntf aotipi^^ 
vital quostibhi' ■ !h time to l>e submitted 
to the Dominion parliament and this 
house rospootively at their present aes- 
aiona," and what has boon accomplished 
in the desired direction aa the result of 
such action? 
Hon. Mr. Kobson — 

(2.) Theuecessity for restrictive measures 
was strongly urged upon tho Dominion 
government and it is proposed to seek 
legislation to that effect during the 
present session. 

(2.) Negotiations wore entered into with 
the Dominion government with a view to 
carrying out a liberal immigration scheme, 
but little has been done by that govern- 
ment beyond taking over the agency in 
this city and the circulation of a hand 
book on this province. 

(3.) Tho pamphlet published at the 
government printing office last spring has 
been extensively circulated, also a large 
number of the "Resources," a valuable 
monthly magazine published in this city, 
together with various other publications, 
including some 1500 copies of the June, 
1881, numberbf the : ^^eB|i8horo'' pur- 
chased, but hegleotod to fee'^circulated, by 
tho previous administration. 

(4.) Emigration agencies have been 
established in this city and at New West- 
minster, also at London and Paris and 
upwards of 600 letters answering enquiries 
and giving information have been written 
and Dson sent from the department here 
alone. 

(5.) It v/ould bo impossible to speak 
definitely 'on tho result of such action; 
but it may bo stated generally that a 
gratifying movement of population and 
capital towards our shores is observable, 
and the reports from the local immigra- 
tion agencies will show a very satisfactory 
result in substantial additions to the 
agricultural settlements. Nevertheless 
the principal result of those efforts cannot 
reasonably be looked for till next season. 

Mr. Armstrong asked what is the acre- 
age of land held by pre-emption right, or 
by crown grant, within the limits of tho 
tract of land on the Mainland, conveyed 
to the Dominion government in trust for 
railway purposes ] 
Hon. Mr, Smithe— 

The information desired will be found 
in tne sessional papers for 1881, folio 
491. 

Mr. Galbraith asked what arrangoinont 
did tho govornmont enter into with 
William Baillio-Grohraan in connection 
with MoBsrs. Sproat and Farwell's visit to 
Kootonay, and what aum did he receive 
for horse hire and .supplies 1 
Hon. Mr. ymitho — 

ArrangomoutH wore made with Mr* 
Baillio-Qrohman to furnish transport and 
supplies not to exceed ^?325 per month. 
This included men, horse hire, boats and 
provisions. Tho time occupied was from 
19th July to .30th Oct.,— 3 months and 13 
days. The amount paid is for all services 
as above, including extras, $1167.19; tele- 
grama and moBBongor, §23.80; total, 
§1190. 99. 

Mr, McLeeae asked is it the intention 
of tho government to deal with the ques- 
tion asked last^easion, viz, : "Does the 
government intend to submit a measuro 
to the House for the purpose of dealing 
with tho placer mining claims of the pro- 
vince at. greW crown 
grants, saitt'^measure to have for its 
object tho working of those claims or else 
rescinding of said orown grants? 

Hon, Mr. Smithe— Tho hon, gontleman, 
I presume, refers to crown grants of rain- 
ing claims issued under the Real Estate 
Act of 1873, The government has no in- 
tention of depriving tho grantees of their 
rights under the grants. The lands, how- 
ever, are subj.qat to taxation. 

Mr. Allen askod is it the intention of 
tho government to grant tho lease applied 
for on page 431 of the British Columbia 
Gazette, and dated 29th November, to 
Mosara. Mara & Wilson, for 60,000 acres 
of timber lands on tho Shuswap river; if 
not, at what date will the public be 
notified that such lease is not granted, 
and cause said eighty square miles to be 
again thrown open for ; pre-emption or 
purchase?

ASSIjSTANT OAOLKH K00En,S. 

Hon. Mr. Robson presented papers 
connected with tho dismissal of assistant 
gaoler Rogers. 

HKTTLEJtKNT IIILL. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe moved tho second 
reading of tho Island railway, graving 
dock and railway lands bill. 

Mr. Beaven complained that certain 
correspondence he had asked for had not 
been furnished. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe replied that all the 
correspondence directly bearing on the 
matter waa before tho house. The bill 
hud been b-sfore tho country a twelve- 
month. It waa almost identical with tho 
bill which pansed tliis house last aos.sion. 
He, therefore, had the honor to move 
that tho bill be now read a second time. 

Mr. Beaven again complained that 
there were omissions in tho correspon- 
dence which should be supplied befoto 
any discuasiou began. 

Mr. Grant hoped that tho government 
would not press the second reading of the 
bill t<j-day. 

Hon. Mr. Hinitho paid if anything was 
to be gained by delay ho would not re- 
quire to be asked t^vico for a postponu- 
niont; but there was not an available order 
council, or othor information, 
far us he knew, that hud been 
withhold. The orders in council referred 
to were those of the Dominion government 
and not obtainable now. There were two 
"confidential" tclo^nvnis, which h;id been 
exchanged, whicli did u(jt, iiowevor, con- 
tain anything that was not before the 
HousS; fcThls matter had been postponed 
till Wediiosday at the instance of the op- 
position. Tht5 rwoJiest now niad(3 was moat 
unroasonabk'. The bill had been before 
the country for a twolvo-nionth and 
tho house Wiia in a poaition to go on with 
it, having been called early for tho 
purpose of passing the bill. The 
Dominion house had also been 
called a month earlier for th<} 
same purpose and the government in- 
tended to proceed with tho bill now. The 
hon. premier said it was not his intention 
to occupy tho attention of tho houHo very 
long. Tho bill had been thoroughly dis- 
cussed and canvassed. Every possible 
argument had been advanced for and 
against. The measure last ses.sion had 
been endor.iod by this house by a very 
largo majority, and this bill was very 
much better than the first bill. Tho am- 
endment in the present bill threw the ad- 
ministration of the lands on thelpcal'jgpv- 
ernment, whereas the Cleinehls 'Bill iand 



invuluablo. But what v.'a.s tlieir pre.sont 
value? What was it to us what might bo 
their value agea from now? Ho camo from 
a groat coal mining, district in England 
whore mines had been worked for conturicii, 
and there were thousands of acres of 
coal lands still there in which a shaft had 
not ynt been sunk. So far as known not 
ov«!r 100,000 acres on tho east coast was 
known to contain coal. Some parts of tho 
island would require a largo expenditure of 
money before they could boomadd'aTailublo 
for coal j.roduction. The Nanaimo agita 
tors had altogether ovurated tho value of 
thu hind.s. I'eoiilo said becaufit;j,Danamuir 
had made bo much money out of c small 
area of laud that every one else would make 
as much out of a similar area. How falla- 
cions this idea was he showed by instftucing 
the Vancouver Coid Co., which had paid no 
dividends for many years; tho Hurowood 
Mining Co., wliich had failed; the Baynes 
.Sound, which had closed its works; and the 
East Wolliugton, although it might bo an 
excellent mine, 'had not been proved to be 
so, and many enterprises that had come to 
naught. Of all the nunes on the oust coast the 
■Wellington was tho only one that had paid 
The Clements bill was opposed by biin be- 
cause ho bolievod the ayndicato was not a 
strong one finiiucinlly ; all they wished 
was to get a charter and hawk it about for 
sale. Tlioy were only required to build a 
llim.sy lino — no restrictions were put upon 
them as to tho sale of hinds to settlers. No 
capitalists would look at the H(;heme,und Mr. 
DeCosmos, tho delegate of the jjrovince at 
Ottawa, in a telegram to the late|||6viEurn- 
ment, represented that the Doiniiuon ub'm- 
puny was the only one that ho would rec- 
ommend. The special duty of that gentleman 
was to got the Island railway built. Ho 
got up maps and documents on the subject, 
and after he returned to Ottawa he sent a 
telegram recommending the passngn of Mr. 
Duusniuir's bill. That bill bo (ilr. Smithe) 
hud tho honor of presenting, but it was sul>- 
sequeutly withdrawn. That bill was the 
one Mr. DeCosmos "sincerely i-ecommeud- 
ed" to tho house. , Ho said he knew no 
combination that c6«l^S|b^% formed that 
could do so much for ' t&' railway and the 
[u-ovinco. He (Mr. Smitho) agreed with 
him. lie supported that bill, although it 
was nothing like us good a bill as 
the one we have now before us. 
The Wellington mines now supplied 4000 
tons per month to Crocker «t- Co. That 
company used 33,000 ton^ a month. Where 
do they get tho remaining 29,000 tons? If 
wo could secure the supply of the total 
consumption of tho coal by that great 
company would it not be a great advan- 
tage to us? And if they became inter- 
ested in tho island would they not draw 
all their coal — which represented an ex- 
penditure of §1,000,000 a year of foreign 
eapital — from their mines on tho ea?,t 
coast. This would give employment to 
thousands of men and would be of incal- 
culable advantage to every industry. Mr. 
Cosmos wound up his telegram by saying 
that "it was a matter of regret to him 
that no bargain had been made with Mr. 
Dunsmuir. "If this bill were passed con- 
struction would be begun forthwith. The 
Settlement Bill was entirely in the in- 
terest of tho whole province and he sub- 
mitted it with confidence to the house.

When ho 
moved the insertion in the Clements 
bill soasto protect the settleirs of ayear,the 
motion was voted^dffwB;; throe times, 
(hear). The ciiingSnyl^uld have noth- 
ing to do witii;'i£Ke^lahid»^t?iA.s soon as tho 
Island railwaj' was commenced settlors 
would flock in, the lands would be thrown 
opon, tho reserve would be lifted and the 
land would be as free aa those in any other 
district. The bill of last session made 
tho island railway a Dominion work. To 
this tho Dominion government objectedj 
and tho required alteration had been 
made. The sum of $750,000 would be 
given by tho Dominion and tho Dominion 
would take proper security for the com- 
pletion of the work. The bill was a Do- 
minion government measure and it was a 
provincial governmoht measure. By it 
both governments stood or foil. If the 
gentlemen composing tho company failed 
to carry out the work tho §250,000 de- 
posited as security was forfeited and would 
bo applied to the purposes of the Island 
railway. The naval and military reserves 
were withdrawn from tho grant without 
compensation to the company. No one 
would have been better satisfied than he if 
tho Island railway could have been built 
without surrendering tho lands. They 
had been reserved for more than ton 
years. We had endeavored to thrust 
those lands on the Dominion government. 
ITie previous government had always told 
intending settlers that the lands belonged 
to the Duminion in trust for tho construc- 
tion of the railway; but now that that 
government had come to our terms we 
are suddenly told that the lands are too 
valuable to be given fortho purpose. The 
laud in the Peace river country had no- 
thing whatever to do with the construc- 
tion of the island railway. A large acre- 
cgo had boon alienated from tho lino of 
railway belt which might have been se- 
lected from Lillooet and Kootenay'dia'*" 
tricts; but without roads leading tb'iho 
Peace river district the lands in that dis- 
trict wore of little value to us. Indeed, 
fow people know that wo owned any land 
east of tho rocky mountains before these 
negotiations beg.m. Roads would have 
to be made, tho hinds surveyed and im- 
proved and tho country settled at the ex- 
pense of Oiinada, while tho province would 
reap all tho benefit. Tho late government 
woro prepared to take precisely tho posii 
tion that had been taken by this govern- 
ment. The late government promised to 
consider the claim of tho Dominion gov- 
orirmont to lands outaido of the railway 
belt in liou of worthless lands within the 
bolt, They officially ^ promised ^ as 
soon as the Dominion ^government had 
proceeded energetically with the construc- 
tion of the railway on the mainland that 
thoy would deal "liberally'' with tho Do- 
minion government. Tho lattei^^govern- 
mont had the power to withhold'the'rail- 
way lands of Yale and Now Westminster 
district from settlement and they did so. 
Thoy waited to see what action this pro- 
vince would take with regard to their re- 
quest for good land. When this govern-' 
mont took office liot a settlor could get a 
rood of land along the railway belt, and 
action had been taken to lift tho embargo 
with success. Tho confidence that had 
boon infused into the public mind by the 
policy of this govornmont was shown by 
tho largo numbers who had gone on tho 
island and mainland lands. No less thnu'^ 
COO families had gone into Now West- 
minster district alone during the pBt 
summer. The province had the advan j 
tage of this land boir.g sold at §1 an aero;! 
but if the bill did not pass horoj 
or at Ottawa the proaont arrange- ! 
ment would not bo adhered to und'^ho land; 
regulations that have been applied to Man-' 
itoba and the Nor>)hwost would bo intvoduo- 
ed here. !< The 'oxpouses f or tho dydock huTl 
disgusted atid diKhearteuocI tho wUolo coun- 
try, particularly the n^ainlaud, and no gov- 
ornmont could h.avu pasHod another moiioy- 
vote through this house on that account, 
(Hear.)! Wo receive the Island railway, 
secure lands at 91 ,,an hpre and: wo got 
rid of the drydoek as a -piovini-ual work.

Mr. Boaven said he regretted the gov- 
ernment had not postponed action on. this 
bill. HegB|Bm^oomplu^ 
respondenco anlt^ordera in " cbu 
not all before the house. There was no 
reason that the government should force 
this measuro through at this time when 
there was ■:no/;,6ccasion for hoato. He 
quoted from Sessional Papers, 1881, and 
admitted that when ; the Dominion gov- 
ornmont vigorously prbsetcuted railway 
construction the late government would 
have favorably considered their claim to 
land outside tho railway belt. This gov- 
ernment proposed to relievo the Domin- 
ion government of the large sum they 
owed us as compensation and to givo them 
3,500,000 acres of land in tho Peace river 
country besides for no consideration. The 
province had nothing to say in the mat- 
ter. He contbnded that the island railway 
with no ferry connection was not a part of 
tho trans- continental railway. It was an 
empty delusion, and the railway would 
never reach Victoria unless Victoria paid 
handsomely for its coming here. Tho 
hon. gentleman next referred to sessional 
papers to show hia government had refus- 
ed overtures from Canada for a settle- 
inoiUlofjtlfe^Suestion. To give away the 
coal^lahdiiwitlibut a pledge would be 
disastrous; No provision was mado as to 
■the class of labor to be employed on this 
railway and as tho dry dock had 
passed into the hands of tho Dominion 
government to employ Chinese on it ho 
could see no encouragement to the work- 
ing classes in tho bill. The government 
should have prevented tho employment 
of Chinciie labor on the railway. He ad- 
mitted that tho protection of tho surface 
rights of squatters was a great concession, 
but he did not see that the fact that the 
government was to administer the lands 
waa any advantage to the province. The 
grant transferred to the oonipany every- 
thing in, on or under the land, including 
the gold and silver (Several raoinbora — ■ 
No, no.) The company might carry all 
their coal out by way of .\lberui. For 70 
miles of railway 180 miles of lund wero 
given (Horif Mr. Smitho— No.) glnf con- 
clusion he'moved the adjournmerii of the 
tho debate till Monday, Mr, Duck 
seconded.
